Wycombe’s first attack 
brought a shock for the visi- 
tors, Seizing on a through pass, 
centre forward PAUL BATES 
slung in a shot which goal- 
keeper Apps just managed to 
reach but failed to hold. This 
put Wycombe one up within a 
minute. 

The Maidstone defence 
looked very shaky under strong 
Wycombe pressure and Apps 
did well on one occasion to 
stop Samuels who a little later 
headed only inches wide from 
a centre by Worley, in excel- 
lent form again on the right 
wing. 

Play was confined largely 
to the Maidstone goal area 
and the visitors often had 
eight or nine men packing 
their goal. But on several 
occasions only over-eagerness 
in front prevented Wycombe 
from adding to their score. 

In one breakaway attack 


the Maidstone _inside-- 


right Searle sent in the best 
shot of the game to test 
Maskell who saved brilliantly. 

The effort spurred Maid- 
stone to a brief revival but 
there was little cohesion in 
their forward play. 

When the Wanderers 
swarmed back to the attack 
HORSEMAN added a second 
for Wycombe from a pass 
by Bates shortly before half- 
time, 

Half-time; Wycombe Wan- 
derers 2, Maidstone Utd. 9. 

Less than a minute after the 
restart Wycombe were another 
goal up when SAMUELS 
hooked in a fine shot which 
completed deceived Apps. 

Three minutes later Samuels 
pushed across a pass which 
enabled BATES to add 
a fourth for the Wanderers, 

Maidstone again packed 
their goal stubbornly but they 
were unable to prevent BATES 
from heading in a fifth from 
Horseman’s centre in the 72nd
